1 . SUDAN'S NIMEIRI HALF-HEARTEDLY OFEERS TO HELP

6. JAPAN CONFUSED BY PHILIPPINE DEMANDS FOR NEW TREATY 

A FOREIGN MINISTRY SOURCE TOLD EMBASSY TOKYO THAT JAPAN IS 
PUZZLED ABOUT THE REASONS FOR THE PHILIPPINES' ABRUPT CALL 
FOR RENEGOTIATION OF THE CURRENT TREATY OF AMITY, COMMERCE 
AND NAVIGATION. THE JAPANESE BELIEVE MANILA SEEKS: 

-TERMINATION OF JAPAN'S MOST-FAVORED-NATION STATUS; 

-JAPANESE RECOGNITION OF THE PHILIPPINES' "HISTORICAL 
WATERS " CLAIM (WHICH TOKYO CONSIDERS UNACCEPTABLE);AND 

-AN END TO THE RECIPROCAL "NATIONAL TREATMENT " FOR 
JAPANESE AND PHILIPPINE FLAG VESSELS IN EACH OTHER'S
